It  is  important  to  remember  that  Old  Rappahannock  County  is 
not  the  present  county  of  Rappahannock.  Old  Rappahannock  County  was 
formed  from  Lancaster  Comity  in  1656  and  was  ono  of  tho  very  first 
counties  of  tho  northern  Beck  of  Virginia.  In  1698  Old  Rappahannock 
County  was  divided  into  Richmond  County  and  kssex  County,  which  now 
appear  on  tho  rasp,  though  of  course  tho  extent  of  these  counties  is 
greatly  reduced  since  tho  early  Colonial  times.
